faster in rich nud deep soil; but tlmt it 
n iiBcessurv to have it pluoted in such 
soil to do wi-11 is entirely incorrect. 
In 


die roctv orgrnnile soil of our moun- 
tains, in'the rea cluy of our foot-hills, 
the walnut will perhaps grow more 
slowly, but nevertheless do aud bear vel- 
Btivefj as Well. 
Indeed, all kinds of 


soil are well fcdiiptefJ to the milnut; bul 
when plunted iu poor and rocky soil, 
large and ik-fJp holts should bo dujj, at 
Itaat four feel wide aud three feet deep, 
thcscrapini; pf the surface thrown right 
in the bottom of the holes, and manure 
in pluutitig trie trees. Once well rooted, 
110 trouble about the trees doing well 
und bearing nuts rich in oil, -in such 
rocky BOH.—Fulix Gillet.
